Summary of reasons for decision: 

The file presents naked young girls in contrived and sexualised poses that draws attention to 
their genitals and underdeveloped bodies. A sexual reading of this image is unavoidable. This 
image may be used to groom children to participate in sexual conduct, and further advances the 
notion that children are legitimate objects of adult sexual attention and viable sexual partners. 
Consequently the publication promotes and supports the exploitation of children and for sexual 
purposes and is deemed to be objectionable. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes 
with the freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's 
intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be objectionable.
